Detective Sub-Inspector W. N. 
.Darkin' stated that about 7.45 ‘a.m. 
on October 4, Leung was aitting 
with several other coolics under the 
verandah in Lockhart Road. Pre- 
viously, Chan and Leung had work- 
ed together carrying bones from the 
Wanchal Market to Central Market, 
earning seven ‘cents a doy ench, 
While Leung was chatting to his 
friends, Chan approached him and 
asked for seven cents, alleging this 
was owed him by Leung. “The latter 
dented this, and refused to pay. F 


Chan thereupon drow a chopper 
from behind him, and attacked 
Leung, who immediately tried to 
tle to his fect. He grabbed hls 
enrrying pole and attempted to ward 
off the blows, but Chan seized the 
pole, and continued to 
Leung. He then fled, with Leung 
chasing -him, but in Marsh Road the 
sorely ‘wounded man collapsed, A 
Chinese constable,.Cl47, was passing 
along Hennessy Rood In a tramear 
at the time, and he saw a man hold- 
ing something in his hand fcclng. 
Ho jumped off the car and arrested 
defendant, who had the chopper in 
his hand. Taking. him back to 
Marsh Road, the constable discover- 
ed Leung, who was ldter removed to 
the Queen Mary Hospital. ; 


» BADLY WOUNDED 


‘Dr. P. F. S. Court sald he examin- 
ed Leung on the morning of October 
4 lh the Queen Mary Hospital, Tho 
man hod three cuts on the left side 
of the scalp, cuts on both shoulders, 
the wound on the left shoulder being 
deep down to the muscles, and minor 
cuta on the back. In his opinion, the 
wounds were .caused by some sharp 
instrument, and were of a serious 
and dangerous’ nature, : 


"Keplying:to Sib-Inspector Darkln, 


Dr, Court said there was‘now a con- 
slderable amount. of imitation of 
movement of the left arm, which 
would be of a more or less permancnt 
nature, If the wounds had turned 
septic, there was every possibility 
that Leung would have died. 


Evidence was given by the com- 
plainant, and two cyewitnesses, 
Chau Chuen and Leung Kin, both 
coolies. Chan Wan, o ‘woman 
marine hawker, sald she sold a 
chopper to defendant for 25 cents 
on October 2. 


Defendant, who alleged that Leung 
had struck him when he asked for 
the return of his seven cents, declin- 
ed to give evidence, and was 
mitted for trial at the November 
Criminal Sessions. :

ALLERGY? 


I rash, you nre nn ollergic person. 
Medical science has long recognised 
that there was more than a grain of 
truth in the old saying. “One man's 


meat fs another mnn's polson." 


Hay fever js. probably the com- 
monest allergic disease, but current 
medical opinion inelines to the view 
that allergic disorders nre far more 
widespread than, was mally sup. 
posed. It is probnbtt that the com- 
mon cold is often allXglcAn ortgin. 

There is no one substance or frou 


of substances thnt alone causes aller-- 


gic disorders. Almost any substance 
of plant or animal oflgln may be the 
offending agent. - 

Asthma is another common ‘aller- 
ile disense, but. five successive cnses 
of asthma may reveal five different 
causes. In rare instances the agents. 
may be intangible, Heat, ight, and 
cold have been found to be-responsi- 
ble in the great majority of cases, 
Anything that a person cats, drinics, 
inholes, wenrs, or even touches may 
give rise to, an allergic complaint. 


The disorder muy take the form 
of a cold, hay fever, nsthma, other 
respiratory disenses, digestive trou- 
bles, skin eruptions, and nervous dis- 
turbances, . 


Sensitive to Smells 


Some people are extremely sensi- 
tive to mMlergle substances, minute 
quantities being sufficient te produce 
extreme effects. In some instances 


-even a smell will start the renctlons. 


The odour of chrysanthemums Is a 
case in polnt. All nursery foremen 
know ‘that -chrysanthemums: produce’ 
unpleasant effects on’ certain = em- 
ployees. As soon as the plants come 
Ynto bud [t- is necessary to re- 
move the “sensitive” workers from 
the chrysanthemum houses, other- 
wise they will be off duty for some 
weeks . with all the symptoms cf 
blood-poisoning. 


“Many. fabrics used 
have allergic 


for clothing 
properties. Rayon is 
the slightest offender’ umong ‘ihe 
textlles. Fur is a general offender, 
fur-lined gloves belng a {frequent 
cnuse of trouble. People who are 
not sensitive to fabrics are sometimes 
sensitive to the dycs with which they 
tre coloured. : 

Sometimes we read of an action 
brought against the monufacturer of 
some .article of attire on the ground 
that it caused dermatitis in the wear- 
er, So far as 1 know ‘the defence 
of allergy has never been put for-: 
ward, but there fs little ‘doubt that 
many of these cases nre brought by 
allergic persons, and that the articles 
of clothing responsible for the trouble, 
could - have been worn by other 
people with impunity. 


Anti-Chocolate 


Foods are powerful allergle agents, 
nnd the disorders they cause are not 
always gastric in‘ type. Food allergy 
has been responsible for such widely 
varying effects as migraine, bronchial 
asthma, eczema, and sinus conges- 
tion, ie . 

Chocolate upsets some folk. Eggs, 
fish, milk, ‘and _cerenls are Siterally_ 
polson to the unfortunate people who 
happen.to be sensitive to these wholc- 
some foods. Some patients are sen- 
sitive to entire groups of foods, such 
if frults, .cercals, meats, or vegeta- 

es. af ; 

If the reactions ‘are delayed, - us 
frequently happens In cnses of food 
allergy, the sufferer has no suspicion 
that an item of dict may be cause 
of all his trouble. : 

Anyone who suffers from a chronic 
complaint that occurs from time to 
time without apparent rhyme or rea- 
son, should suspect food allergy and 
should endeavour, by o process of 
elimination, to [dentlfy the particu- 
lar food thot Is causing the trouble. 
It may be a food of which the indl- 
vidual Js particularly fond. 

“Houschold: pets have no place in 
the home of an allergle person. 
Minute particles of hair or feather 
may cause chronie’ disturbances 
among human beings, and the com- 
plaints will not- yield to treatment 
until: the cause in each case is dis- 
covered. E 

In this class of compinint diagnosis 
is difficult, especially os we have 
little Idea how far the ramifications 
of allergy may extend, and lack a 
complete list of discuses that can be 
caused in this way. 

When allergy is suspected the only 
‘satisfactory. method of dingnosis, 
apart from an eliminating diet in the 
ense of foods, is the Injection of ex- 
tracts. Hundreds of extracts made 


from different substances are kept in| 


a refrigerator. : 
In turn, a drop of ench extract js 
injected under the paticnt’s skin, The 
allergic substance causes the appear- 
ance of a swelling ‘nbout -the. size of 
As the 
‘reaction - takes place within ten 
minutes, -It is possible to’ test for 
the more common ogents in'n short’ 
tlme, but when an obscure substance 
is at the roat of the trouble, the test- 
ing-perlod may, run Into weeks. .

Allergic disordets ore not -contag{- 
ous, but they aro definitely heredi-, 
tary—or rather Inheritable, The cur!- 
ous thing is: that a specific complaint 
is rarely transmitted, only the 
general Hability to allergic trouble. 

If both. parents aro, schsitlve it {s 
an even: chance that thelr children 
will show signs of aollergic..disorders 
before they are ten years old. If

Further proof of the Chinese riational spirit was 
given inthe news that Gerieral Cho Yao-hua, whose 
gallant defence of Tazang, keypoint of the Shanghai 
front, has made him a national hero, committed suicide 
with a pistol because he held himself responsible for the

SOME TEA RECIPES 


OST women enjoy a cup of good, 
wellimade tea, but - not many 
realise the number of delicious ways 
in which tea can be served, — thus 
forming n pleasant change from the 
usual afternoon tea’ methods. 
Teed tea is a delightful drink to 
serve at evening parties and dances. 
_ Make the tea stronger thin: usual, 
pour ‘from the leaves, and allow tt 
to get cold, After it has stood for 
ir few minutes, serve in, glasses with 
lumps of ice. One slice of lemon to 
each glass fs considered an improve;

“Add” sustar 
to taste, 7 
Tea punch is always greatly enjoy- 
ed. It costs little, and is equally 
appropriate for tennis tens and pare 
den parties in the summer and dance 
suppers in the winter. Pour two 
quarts of freshly boiling water over 
four teaspoon{uls of tea, cover, and 
Ieave to stand for ten minutes, then 
strain, sweeten to taste, and leave lo 
get cold, Holf fila fairly large bowl 
with ‘cracked Ice, add the strained 
juice of two lemons and the tea, To 
this can be added small pieces of 
pineapple, cherries, bananas thinly 
sliced, and quarters of oranges. 


Tea Ice 


For this make one cupful of strong 
ten, and odd two tablespoontuls of 
sugar to it, When cold, mix with 
two cupfuls of vanilla Ice cream, and 
a tablespodnful of thick cream. Serve 
in losses with sweet wafer biscuits.

ment. Its reputation was 


tarnished by the fact that for a 


good many years the 
dependent warring chiefs pre- 
ferred’ buying off an enemy 
fo fighting him; and that was 
probably the Jess expensive way 
to victory. But there have been 
countless instances,. since ‘the 
days when the ferocious Mongol 
hordes raided und plundered un- 
der their Khans, that Chinese 
troops: have fought with’ the 
same courage as did these stal- 
wart men around Shanghai 
during the past eight weeks.

Substitutes For 
Rice Essential 


Canton, Oct. 29. 

More than ,$3,000,000 Canton cur- 
rency has been lent to farmers for 
general production in 23 districts in 
Kwangtung* province following the 
{nnuguration of the Emergency Food | 
Programme six months ayo under the 
supervision of Dr. D. Y, Lin, Director 
of the Buresu of Agriculture nnd 
Forestry, Since hostilities broke out 
in Shanghal arrangements have been 
mnde with the local banks for $1,500,- 
000 to be used for loans for food pro- 
ductlon. ‘ 

Dr. Lin disclosed that 100 technical 
men have been sent to these districts 

‘to direct the distribution of the loans 
and to help the farmers purchase 
suMclent seeds and fertlliser for 
winter cultivation. With this fnnn- 
celal and technical assistance it Is 
hoped that the farmers.can produce 
more. food for the province during 
thls emergency period. 
WILL. AID UNEMPLOYED 
A special Emergency Land Regula- 
‘ tlon, Dr, Lin added, is now being 
drawn up) by the Provincin) Land 
Bureau to facilitate the aequisition of 
the more accessible undeveloped 
agriculfural land by the “Inndless’” 
and Jobless men. Chinese bankers in 
Canton are reported. to be interested 
in the project and {t Is hoped that 
‘thousands of unemployed wilt take 
advantnze of these regulations to 
assist in the food-prodiction pro- 
ftramme in the provinee. 

The present. programme, in’ the 
opinion of Dr, Lin, Is to promote and 
popularise ‘the use of Tess polished 
rice and its substitutes, such as sweet 
potatoes, in all familles, The provin- 
clal government ts determined to en- 
force the use of rough rice, and has 
dust promulpated n set of regulations 
prohibiting. the milling: of high-grade 
polished rice in cities and rural dis- 
tries in Kwanglung. , 

Kwangtuny: produces annually 
nbout 112,000,000 pleuls of unhulled 

rice or =approximately — 73,000,000 
plewls of palished rice, which is ine 
sufllelent for local consumption, Dr. 
Lin explained. There ts zenernlly a 

_ shortngte of 10,000,000 pleuls each 
year, Unless the people use more 
substitutes for rice it ts diMcuit to 
reduce this enormous shortage, he

Might Have Debtor 
Imprisoned 
Interesting 
Judgment 


In dismissing the application with 


costs in the casc of Kin Hin Com-. 


pany ‘against Tsang Shing, Mr, Jus- 
tlee R. E, Lindsell, in the Summary 
Court this morning, said: “This is 
an application to annul the personal 
exccution whieh has been effected as 
the result of the failure of the judlt- 
ment debtor in thls action to sallsty 
the judgment given against him by 
conzent on September 10 Inst” 

After dealing with the facts of tho 
ense, his Lordship added, “Although 
the plaintiff? had some reason to be- 
ileve that Tsang Shing was a man, I 
hold that he was entitled to act on 
the woman's admission, whether. ex- 
press or tacit, to the District Officer 
of the, nume Tsang Shing, and to sue 
her in that-name, and — having got 
judgment to proceed ‘to execullon 
ngainst her, If a man enters Into ao 
contract with me as John Jones, and 
I sue him in that name and. get him 
served with my writ, how can he be 
heard afterwards to say that. since 
John Jones is not his own name but 
that of someone else, the writ ts bad 
and he cannot be Inble? 

PROHIBITION UNWISE 

"It in true that the peculiar right 
of a Judgment ereditor in Hongkong to 
arrest his debtor und lodge him in 
gaol without any Investivatiqn by ‘na 
Court of his debtor's ability go pay is 
a fearsome weapon, the use of which 
this Court will regard with no Jenient

The Chinese crew 
object to the carriage of the two 
latter commodities which, they state, 
would be used as war material 
nyguinst China, The crew also objcct 
to puiting to sea because, os Chinese, 
they are not prepared to take the 
risk of going to a port controlled by 
Japan, 


Two of the crew proceeded to 
Sydney where, following an Inter- 
view “with the Chinese Consul 
‘Genernl, {t was agreed to man the 
ship Jf the clearance papers were 
altered to, make Mantla or Hongkong 
the port ‘of call instead of Dairen, 
Cabled confirmation is now awaited. 


The steamer Silksworth affords an 
exampte of mixed nationality rare 
even in tramp. steamers. She is 
owned by Forelgn Investments Ltd., 
of Hongkong, fies the British flag, 
is registered ot Shanghal, ond hoists 
the house flag of.a Japanese shipping 
company. ° 


She is under, oa’ five-year charter 
to the Yamashita Kisen Kalsha and, 
despite her Britlsh ‘registry, only 
Captain Gemmell and three officers 
are British—one is a Parsee from 
Bombay and the others are Japanese. 
The Silksworth carries the funnel 
markings and house flag of the 
Japanese linc, She recently arrived 
in Australia with phosphate from 
Nauru. ‘The Silksworth is a ship of 
4,021 tons, built at Stockton in 1922 
for Dalpicish Ltd. of Newcnstle-on- 
Tyne. 

LAST-MINUTE HITCH 


There.,was, however, another Inst 
minute hitch when, after a meeting 
at the Newcastle Tindes Hall, the 
crew decided not to accept the assur- 
anées given by the Captain ond the 
Chinese Consul General, and de- 
manded that they be sent back to 
Hongkong by «another ship.

F strawberries bring you out. inn 
rash, you are an allergic person. 

Medical sclence has long recognise! 
that there was more than n grain of 
truth in the old saying. “Once man's 
meat is nnother man’s poison.” 

Hoy.. fever. is probably the com- 
monest nllergic disease, but current 
medical opinion inclines to the view 
that allergic disorders are far more 
widtspread than was formally sup- 
posed. It is probable that the com- 
mon cold is often ollergic in origin. 

There is no one substance or group 
of substances that. alone causes aller- 
gle disorders. Almost any substance 
of plant or animal orlgin may be the 
offending agent. nf 

Asthmn is another common aller- 
gic disense, but five successive cnses 
of asthma may reveal five differeat 
‘causes, In rare instances the ngents 
may be Intangible. Heat, light, and 
cold have been found to be responsi- 
ble in the great majority of cases, 
Anything that a person ents, drinks, 
Inholes, wears, or even touches may 
give rise to an allergic complaint, 


The disorder may take the form 
of a cold, hay fever, asthma, other 
respiratory diseases, digestive trou- 
bles, skin eruptions, und nervous dis- 
turbances, : A 


Sensitive to Smells 


’ Some people are’ extremely sensi- 
five to allergic substances, minute 


“quantities being suMcient to produce 


extreme effects. In some Instances 
even a smell will start the reactions. 

The odour of chrysnnthemums !s a 
case in point. All nursery foremen 
know that chrysanthemums produce 
unpleasant effects on certaln em- 
ployees. As soon as the plants come 
Ynto bud it is necessary to re- 
move the “sensitlve’ workers from. 
the chrysunthemum houses, olher- 
wise they will be off duty for some 
weeks with all the symptoms cf 
blood-poisoning. © 


“Many fabrics used for clothing 
have allergic properties. Rayon Is 
the . silghtest offender among the 
Kextiles. “Fur is a general offender, 
fur-lined gloves belng — 2 frequent 
cause of trouble. People who are 
not sensitive to fabrics are sometimes 
sensitive to the dyer with which they 
are coloured. : 

Sometimes we rend of an actlon 
brought against the manufacturer of 
some urticle of attire on the ground 
that it caused dermatitis in the wear- 
er, So far as I know the defence 
of allergy has never been put for- 
ward, but there is ttle doubt that 
many of these cases are brought by.

Anti-Chocolate 


Foods are powerful allergic agents, 
and the disorders they cause are not 
nlways gastric in type. Food allergy 
has been responsible for such widely 
varying effects as migraine, bronchial 
asthma, eczema, ond sinus conges- 
tion. . 

Chocolate upsets some folk. Eggs, 
fish, mille, and cerenls are literaily 
polson to the unfortunate people who 
sensitive to these whole- 


some {oods: Some patients presen- 


‘sitive to entire groups of foods, such 
‘as fruits, cereals, meats, or vegeta- 


bles. - 

If the reactions 
frequently happens in cases of food 
allergy, the sufferer has no suspicion 
thnt an item of. dict may be cause 
of all his trouble. 

Anyone who suffers from a chronic 
complaint that occurs from time to 
tlme without apparent rhyme or ren- 
son, should suspect food allergy und 
should endeavour, by a_ process of. 
elimination, to identify the particu- 
Jar food that is causing the trouble. 
It may be a food of which the indi- 
vidual is particularly fond. 

Houschold pets have no place in 
the home of an allergic person. 
Minute particles of hair or feather 
may cause chronic disturbances 
umong human beings, and the com- 
pinints will not ‘yleld to treatment 
until the cause In ench case is dis- 
covered. 

In this clnss of complaint diagnosls 
fs difficult, especially as we ‘have 
Uttle idea how far the ramifications 
of allergy may extend, and Inck a 
complete Mst of diseases that can be 
caused jn this way. ae: 

When allergy js suspected the only: 
satisfactory method of dlagnosis, 
bpart from an climinating diet in the 
case of foods, is the injection of ex-. 
tracts. Hundreds of extracts made 
from different*substances are kept in 
o refrigerator, . : 
‘In turn, a drop of each extract Is 
Injected under the patient's akin, The’ 
allergic substance causes the appear- 
ance of.n swelllng about the size of 
a florin around the injection. As the 
reaction takes place within ten 
minutes, It is possible to test for 
the more common nogents in a short 
time, but when ‘an obscure substance 
fs at the root of the trotble, the test-. 
ing perlod may -run into weeks. -

OST women enjoy n cup'of good, 

well-made tea, but not mony 
renlise the number of dellclous ways 
in which ten can be served, thus 
forming a pleasant change from the 
usual afternoon tea methods. 

Iced tea Is a delightful drink to 

serve at evening parties and dances. 
Make the tea stronger than, psunl, 
pour from the’ leaves, and allow it 
to get cold, After It has stood for 
a few minutes, serve in glasses with 
lumps of Ice. One slice of lemon to 
each gluss is considered an improve. 
ment by many,“or a few cloves, added 
whlle the tea is still hot. Add sugar 
to taste. : 
_-Tew punch fs always greatly enjoy~ 
ed. It casts little, and iu 
approprinte for: tennis teas and gar-

The-Dress-Designer-at Work 


How a Fashion 


OST dress designers nre men, and 
; men also select the materials of 
which the new creations are to be 
made, , 


As much care and thought is piven 
to building up the simple, insignificant, 
models, produced on the mass pro- 
duction system, as to the gorgeous 
creations retailed at many guineas 
euch, For $f the former are not a 
success, n heavy loss will be entailed, 
as of the thousinds of dresses of oae 
design that may be made scarcely a 
dozen muy be sold. 


The methods employed in desiga- 
ing a dress are much the same whe- 
ther {t will be worn by the million- 
alre’s dnughter or a typist. 


A desluner is always searching ils 
mind for new ‘ideas, When a good 
deslgn occurs to him, he makes rough 
coloured sketches of it in his studio, 
until {t fs to his entlre satisfaction. 
He’ next carefully completes : the 
sketch and puts ‘it on one side to 
awnlt the convenience of the chiels 
of his firm to approve or reject it. In 
the meantime he may occupy him- 
self making drawings of other idens. 
Conferences follow as to whether the 
dealgn is likely or not to be a “win- 
ner," 7 


The Quality of the Material 


A favourable decision having at 
length been reached, the designer 
next considers of whnt quality mate- 
rials it'must be made, : 


In {he case of an expensive dress, 
this matter is quickly disposed of; 
but where n dress must be made as 
cheaply us possible for sale on mass 
production Hnes, the matter is given 
careful thought. se Es 


Eventually, the material question 
having been answered :to the satis- 
fnctlon of all concerned, the sketcéh 
Is passed on to tho fitter, who. cuts 
the pattern in heavy paper or coarse, 
cheap Inen. - 


The next process in the birth of the 
dress is for the pattern to be stitched 
loosely together and brought to. the 
designer's studio. Hero ls fitted nu 
small atage, complete with footlights, 
und a background of curtains of dlf- 
ferent colours. - : 


Studying the Pattern

defects and virtues, and js closely ex- 
umined by its originator, who ‘cor- 
rects it where necessary and prob- 
ably makes one’ or two alterations. 


After this a pattern’ is cut in tae 
materiols selected and again it ts 
stitched loosely tosxether and brougat 
to the designer. Once more he ex~ 
umines it on the brightly illuminated 
stage. Then, after perhaps further 
small improvements, the frock Is fine 
ally completed ‘and rendy for the 
mannequin. 


This constitutes the final’ process 
in. the making of the dress. Muny 
criticnl, experienced eyes. watch the 
mannequin walk to and fro, Prob- 
ably amongst this nudlence are buyers 
from other countries. Then at length 
the “all clear’ signal is given and, 
if the dress 1s one of the inexpensive 
varieties, it is cut out in large num- 
bers In tn extensive range of appro- 
printe materlals and machine stliched, 


After the stitching It is passed on 
to the finishers, who do such details 
as hooks and eyes, buttonholes and 
buttons, Lastly the frocks go to the 
pressing department.

The designer and fitter ore the 
most important personages in very 
dressmaking | establishment. — West 
End costumlers,. whose clientele con- 
sists of some of the world’s best- 
dressed women, will pay their desiqn- 
er £2,000 n year and .thelr: fitter 
nearly hs much.

-V¥ fruit pies or puddings, ‘add a 


quarter of a teaspoonful of bi-car- 
bonnte of soda‘ to every pound of 
frult. Only two-thirds of the quan- 
tity. of sugar normally used is then 
required and the frult is less Hable 
to cause dyspepsia, It Is also best 
when stewing fruit to add the sugar 
five. or ten minutes before the end. 
The cooked frult ts thus sweeter. 

A teuspoonful of glycerine added 
to every pound of fruit reduces the 
quantity of sugar needed for jam. 
It also docs away with scum, the jam 
itself Js cléarer and it keeps gond 
longer, . 

As n substitute for cream, udd a 
piece of white blancmange or corn+ 
Nour mould, to a Iittle creamed but- 
ter. and custer sugar, The precise 


Half a pint of blancmange to two 
ounces each of sugar and butter gives 
wu result satisfactory to most people. 
This “mock cream" Ss excellent for 
eating with stewed fruit, as a filling 
for Victorla sandwich and = sponge- 
cakes and as a decoration for trifies 
and jellics, 

When eggs are dear, use an extra 
teaspoonful of baking-pawder and a 
teaspoonful of custard-powder or 
cornflour -for every egy omitted in 
cake or steamed pudding recipes. 
Three eggs, however, are the heces- 
sary minimum ‘to a pound of flour un-' 
less syrup or treacle fs used, The 
bulk of scrambled eggs and omelets 
cnn be Increased by adding a tables- 
poontul of milk for every eg used. 

A little mille can also be added to 
bulter to make it go further, In 
cold weather warm the milk then 
work the butter Into it to form a 
creamy texture cusy to spread,

The fact.is that very good colfce 
can be produced. by several approved 
methods, the only point of Importance 


being that, whatever be the chosen | 


method, it must be properly followed. 
The two recipes, below merit atten= 
tion from housewives who are not 
yet perfect ‘in the practice of coffec- 
making. | . ‘“ 

- Turkish Style.—Boil sufficient water 
for two cups, pour Into o small sauce- 
pan with three lumps of sugar and: 
a‘pinch of salt.- Add two tenspooa- 
fuls of coffee, stir well and Ict the 
coffee ball up four times, each time 
talking It from the fire and tapping 
the bottom of pan to make the froth 
sink. , Pour ‘foaming into tho cups, 
Iet it stand n minute and serve cither 
black or topped with cream.

Rice Essential 


oe . Canton, Oct. 20. 
More than .$3,000,000 Canton cur- 
‘rency has been. lent to farmers for 
Rencral production in 23 districts in 
Kwangtuny province following the 
inauguration of the Emergency Foot 
Programme alx months ago under the 
supervision of Dr, D. ¥. Lin, Director 
of the Bureau of Agricilture and 
Forestry. Since hostilities broke out 
. In Shanghal arrangements have been 
mado with the focal banka for $1,500,- 
000 (o be used for loans for food pro~ 
duction.’ 

Dr. Lin disclosed that 100 technical 
men have’ been sent to these districts 
to direct the distribution of the loans 
and to help the farmers purchase 
‘auMelent seeds and fertiliser for 
winter cultivation. With this finan- 
cial and technicnt assistance It is 
hoped that the farmers can produce 
more food for the province during 
thls emergency period. 

WILL AID UNEMPLOYED 

A special Emergency Land Regula- 
tion, Dr. Lin added, Is now being: 
drawn up by the Provinctal Land 
Bureau to fucilltate the acquisition of 
the more accessible undeveloped 
nutricultural Jond by. the “landless” 
and jobless’ men, Chinese bankers in 
Canton are reported to be Interested 
in the project and it Is hoped that 
{housands-—of unemployed will take 
advantaye of these regulntions to 
assist in the food-production pro- 
gramme in the province. 

The present. programme, in the 
oplnion of Dr. Lin, is to promote ond 
popularize the use of less polished 
rice and its substitutes, such cts sweet 
potatoes, in all families. The provin- 
cial government ix determined to cn- 
force the use of rough rlee, and has 
just promulgated a set of regulations 
prohibiting the milling of high-grade 
polished rice In cifies and’ rural dis-- 
tricts In Kwangtung. 

Kwanprtung produces annually 
nbout 112,000,000 plculkk of unhulled 
rice oor) approximately 73,000,000 
piculs of polished rice, which is in- 
sufllelent for Jocal consumption, Dr. 
Lin explained. There Is generally 0 
shortage of 10,000,000 piculs ench 
wyear, Unless the people use more 
substilutes for rice }t is dificult to 
reduce this enormous shortage, he

Silks- 
worth, hns,been tied up at Newcastle, 
New South Wales, following a strike 
by the 36 Chinese members of the 
crew, who have refused to sail with 
Japnnese cargo for Dairen. 


The Sitksworth Js under the com- 
mand of Captain Gemmell. Aboard 
fs a full cargo of Australian flour, 
tne and gypsum. The Chinese crew 
object to the carrlage ‘of the two 
letter commodities which, they state, 
would be used as war material 
agninst China. The crew also object 
to putting to sea hecause, as Chinese, 
they are not prepared to take the 
risk of golng to a port controlled by 
Jnpan. ‘ 


Two of the crew proceeded to 
Sydney where, following an Inter~ 
view with the Chinese Consul 
General, it was ngreed to man the 
ship if the clearance papers were 
altered to male Muntla or Hongkong 
the port'of call instend of Dalren. 
Cabled confirmation is now awaited. 


The steamer Silksworth affords an 
example of mixed nationality rare 
even ‘in. tramp steamers. She Is 
owned by Foreign Ihvestments Ltd., 
of Hongkong, flies the British flag, 
Is registered at Shanghal, and holsts 
the house flag of a Japanese shipping 
company. 


She ts under a five-year charter 
to the Yamashila Kisen Kaisha and, 
despite her British registry, -only 
Captain Gemmell and three officers 
are British—one Js a -Parsce from 
Bombay and the others are Japanese, 
The Silksworth carrics the funnel 
markings and house flag of the 
Japanese line. She recently arrived 
in Australia with phosphate from 
Nauru. The Silksworth [s a ship of 
4,021 tons, built at Stockton in 1922 
for Dalgleish Ltd.. of Newcuastle-on- 


Tyne. 
: LAST-MINUTE HITCH ° 


There was, however, another last 
minute hitch when, after a meeting 
ut the Newcastle Tradcs Hall, the 
crew decided not to accept the assur- 
anecs given by the Captain and the 
Chinese Consul General, and de- 
manded that they ‘be sent back to 
Hongkong by another ship. 


The Trades Hall exccutive, at a 
subsequent special meeting, decided 
to support the Chincse and gove 
directions to British and Australian 
unionists not to offer themselves for 
employment if on attempt was made 
to ralse a ‘new crew for the ‘Silks- 
worth, 


There was a dramatic sequel to 
the fresh hitch when police arrested 
29 members of the crew. Seven, 
who ore In hiding, are still sought 
by the police.

The 36 Chinese scamen have re- 
fused to take the Silksworth’s cargo 
of gypsum and flour to the Japanese 
port of Dairen, Manchukuo.

The agents said that they had done 
everything possible for the Chinese, 
who had reached a state of mind In 
which they did not ‘Iknow what to do.

I ‘rash, you are on allergic person, 
Medical. science fins long recognised 
that there was more than a grain of 
truth In the old saying. “One man's 
meat {3 another man's potson.” 
Hay fever 1s probably the com- 
monest allergic dlsense, but current 
medicnl opinion inclines to the viow 
that allergic disorders are far more 
widespread than was formally sup- 
posed. It is probable that the com- 
‘lmon cold is. often allergic in origin, 
There is no one substance or frou 
of substances that alone causes allor 
qle ‘disorders. Almost any substanve 
of plant or animal origin may be the 
offending agent. : 
Asthma is another common: aller 
itle disease, but five successive cases 
of asthma may reveal five: differcit 
causes, In‘ rare Instances the agents 
may be intangible, Heat, light, and 
cold have been found to be responsi- 
ble in the freat mnjority of cases. 


Anything that n person. cats, drinks, | 


Inhales, wears, or even touches may 
give rise to an allergic complaint, 


The disorder may take the form 
of a cold, hay fever, asthma, other 
respiratory diseases, digestive troJ- 
bles, skin’ cruptlons, and nervous: dis- 
turbances. E : 


Sensitive to ‘Smells 


—— 


Some people are extremely’ sens- 
tive to allergic substances, minule 
quantities being suM™cient to produce 
extreme effects. In some instances 
even a smell will start the renctlons. 

The odour of chrysunthemums isa 
case in point, All nursery foremen 
know thnt chrysanthemums produce 
unpleasant = effccts on certain ent- 
ployces. As soon as the plants come 
into bud it ts “necessary to. re- 
move the “sensitive” workers from 
the chrysanthemum houses; other 
wise they will be off duty for some 
weeks with alk the symptoms 
biood-polsoning, 


Many fabrics used 
have allergic properties. Rayon js 
the slightest offender’ among the 
textiles, Fur fs a general offender, 
fur-lined gloves being a frequent 
cause of trouble, People who are 
not sensitive to fabrics are’ sometimes 
sensitive to the dyes with which they 
are coloured, . 

Sometimes “we read of an action 
brought ‘against the manufacturer of 
some article. of attire on the ground 
that It caused dermatitis in the wear- 
cr. So far os I know the defence, 
ot allergy has never been put for- 
ward, but there $s little doubt. thnt 
many of -these cases are brought by 
allergic persons, and that the articles 
of clothing responsible for the trouble 
could have been worn by oller 
people with impunity. 5 


Anti-Chocolate

Foods are powerful allergle agents, 
and ‘the disorders they cnuse are not 
always gastric In type. Food allergy 
has been responsible for such widely 
varying effects as migraine, bronchial 
asthma, eczema, and sinus conges= 
tion, 

Chocolate upsets some folk. Eggs, 
fish, milk, and ‘cereals are literally 
poison to the unfortunate people who 

| -happen.to be_sensitlve to these whole- 

some foods, Some patients are “sen= 
sitive to entire groups of foods, such 
ns fruits, cereals, meats, or vegeta- 
bles, 

If the reactions are delayed, us 
frequantly happens in cases of food 
allergy, the sufferer has no susplelon 
that an item of diet may be cause 
of nil his trouble. ‘ 

Anyone who suffers from a chronic 
complaint that occurs from time to 
time without apparent rhyme or rea- 
son, should suspect food allergy and 
should endeavour, by a process of 
elimination, to Identify the particu- 
lar food that Js cnusing the trouble. 
It may be a food of which the Indi- 
vidual ‘is particularly fond, 

Household pets have no place in 
the’ home of an allergic person. 
Minute particles of hair or feather 
smay cause chronic disturbances 
among human beings, and the com- 
plaints will not yleld to treatment 
until the cnuse In each cuse Is dis- 
covered. 

In this class of complaint dingnosts 
is diMeult, especially 3 we have 
little idea how far the ramifications 
of ollergy may extend, and lack a 
complete lst of diseases that can be 
caused in this way. 

«When allergy is suspected the only 
satisfactory method of diagnosis, 
apart from an eliminating diet in the 
ense of foods, is the injectlon of cx- 
tracts. Hundreds of extracts made 
from different substances ore kept in 
a refrigerator. ‘ 

In turn, 1 drop of cach extract Is 
injected under the patient's skin. The 
adlergic substance causes the appear- 
ance of o swelllng about the size of 
a florin around the Injection. As the 
renction takes placo within ten 
‘minutes, Yt Js possible .to test for 
the more common agents in a short 
time, but when an obscure substance’ 
fs at the root of the trouble, tho {cst- 
ing period may run Into weeks, 


Influence of Heredity “ 


Allergic disorders-are not conlagi- 
ous, but they are, definitely heredi- 
tary—or.rather Inheritable. The curl- 
ous thing is‘that a specific complaint 
is rarely transmitted, only = the 
fencral Habillty. to, allergic trouble. 

If. both parents are sensitive it ts 
an even chance that their children 
will show signs of allergic disordera 
before they aro ten years old, It 

| only one parent is senaltive, the like-

the trait is much reduced and the age 
of onset is ‘retarded. i 
Allergy may biso develop spon 
taneously in. an individual. — There
